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Prior to my leaving Rome on December 10th, I asked you, on 
several occasions, to cable me the results of your discussions In 
Milan, particularly in the light of the meetings which were 
scheduled for the 11th of January.

the very serious situation. I would never have undertaken this 


Job If I had not been assured of your cooperation* The result 
of putting my faith in you Is that I have to get my own informa¬ 
tion through secondary sources. I would Imagine that you would 
be Interested enough In what la going on to keep in touch with me 
and endeavour to get my cooperation and assistance. Whllo I 
forgive the incident at the airport where you did not bother to 
send someone to meet me, ns this was only a personal question 
Involving loss of time, I cannot forgive your failure to keep 
your promise to me to keep me posted as to what has been happening 
in Penolndex. Have you bothered even to look into the question 
or the transfer of the land? 

| You do not appoar to appreciate tho sorlousneao of the situ¬ 

ation. Hot having heard from you, I phoned your fathor in Rome 
on the 19th and understood from him that the Anle had turned down 
the proposition. He aloo told me acmethlng about the Italian 
Government taking space. At the same time, he Informed me that 
the land had not yet been transferred and that they wanted an 
extension of three days to the 28th of January to complete the 
transicr. I told your father that upon receipt of a cabled request 
frcm d*Amullo, giving me his assurances that the transfer would be 



effected and requesting three days delay, I would cable back a reply
